In a day that will be long remembered as the 
Republican Party’s finest hour in many a year, incum¬ 
bent State Representative Edward’W. Connelly over¬ 
whelmed Democratic challenger Rudy Altobelli by more 
than 3,000 votes in the Third Hampden District. 

The final numbers read like this: Connelly 9,411: 
Altobelli 6,381. Agawam’s breakdown: Conneliy 5.510. 
Altobelli 4419. 

Stiff Challenge 

Connelly, 61. nearly doubled his victory margin this 
time around to that of his bitterly fought 1978 race 
against Joseph Della Guistina. Connelly outscraped 
Della Guistina by over 1,600 but fared badly in the hill 
towns. 

In defeating Altobelli, who many observers con¬ 
sidered Connelly’s stiffest challenge in ten years, the 
assistant minority leader of the House captured each of 
the six hill towns (Russell, Chester, Granville. Mon¬ 
tgomery, Tolland and Blanford) and Southwick by a 3-1 
margin. 

Connelly seized five of six precincts in his home base 
of Agawam, all except for precinct three which is con¬ 
sidered a Democratic stronghold.

The incumbent admitted that going into Tuesday’s 
polling he was deeply concerned about his ability to pull 
votes in precinct two. “I am deeply appreciative ol the 
voters in precinct two as well as all over the town lor 
their great vote of confidence in me.” 

When contacted for comment, Altobelli. gracious in 
defeat offered several explanations of what transpired. 

According to Altobelli, the Republican tide that 
swept the country helped Connelly with the independent 
voters and that his inability to make any headway in the 
hill towns cost his campaign dearly. 

Says Altobelli, “I could only raise S4.000 and that 
didn’t allow me to do mailings like Connelly did." in 
reference to the incumbent’s 4-page flyer mailed to each 
and every home in the district. 

Altobelli Remains Undecided On Future 

As for his political future, Altobelli said he remains 
undecided and that if he elected to give it a go again, he 
would spend more time raising funds. 

Connelly credited his lop-sided victory in the seven 
hill communities as due to the quick and efficient service 
he has provided his relatively-new constituents. Asked 
if the Route 57 bypass, an issue Altobelli used as a tool 
of criticism during pre-election activity caused his brain 
trust concern, Connelly responded. “1 think my in¬ 
volvement as a go-between for the Town Council with 
the state hierarchy was blown out of proportion and the 
vote in precinct two was most gratifying for my work 
towards the completion of the bypass. 

Connelly said tax reform would take a good deal of 
his time during his sixth term.

Agawam voters, angry and tax weary, pa sed Pro¬ 
position 2 1/2 by more than 1,100 vote- n Tuc-.ua>''x 
election, to echo a state-wide mandate that .die- and 
towns must slash their property taxes and • : r budgets. 

Reaction here from municipal and political leaders 
was naturally subdued, but as Town Manager Richard 
Bowen remarked, “It’s too early to tell what's going to 
happen but I promise that whatever docs, we can assure 
everyone that are decisions will be both measured and 
responsible.” 

The passage of Proposition 2 1/2 will take effect 
December 4 and will carry the following pro\isions: 

- Property taxes will be limited to no more than 2 1/2 
percent of fair cash value, or no more than S25 per 
$1,000 of full value of a property. 

- The state’s 184 communities where the full value tax 
rate is now above 2 1/2 percent will reduce their proper¬ 
ty tax levy by 15 percent annually until they’re under the 
2 1/2 limit. 

- The 79 muncipalities expected to be within the 2 1/2 
limit when Proposition 2 1/2 takes effect will have to 
stay within that limit. 

- Once all the communities in the state come within the 
$25 per $1,000 of fair cash value limitation, their future 
property tax rate increases cannot exceed 2 1/2 percent 
of that rate - or 75 cents per $1,000 value - in any given 
year. 

- The limit will make no exceptions for any type of 
municipal expenditure such as court-ordered spending 
or bonded indebtedness to meet emergencies. 

- The current local auto excise tax of $66 per $1,000 
book value will be reduced to $25 per8$ 1,000. 

Other key provisions include: 

- The long-standing provision of fiscal autonomy for 
municipal school committees which requires town 
meetings, councils, or other local government bodies to 
approve or reject school budgets as submitted by the 
boards without changing them will be repealed. 

- The relatively recent state law providing for binding 
arbitration in deadlocked public employee collective 
bargaining disputes will also be repealed. 

While state legislators have started to file bills in 
January to amend provisions of Proposition 2 1/2 
which are considered too stringent or harsh, local of¬ 
ficials here remain unsure of what to expect come next 
budget session other than assured cuts. 

According to Bowen, the community stands to lose 
some $750,000 in auto excise taxes next year. Thet town 
had projected over $1.2 million before the tax cutwng 
measure was passed Tuesday. 

Bowen says from first glance up to 40 percent ol the 
budget may be slashed, but cautioned that until state 
lawmakers make a move to aid cities and towns, no ex¬ 
act cuts and where they can be anticipated will be for¬ 
thcoming. 

State Representative Edward W. Connelly admits 
that the Town Council and Bowen face troubled times 
in the next budget session. 

Connelly says legislators will need to find long term 
solutions to tax relief instead of a bandaid approach. 

He promised to file a bill that would place sales tax 
revenue back into local aid funds to be applied to educa¬ 
tion. He noted that the cost of education consumes bet¬ 
ween 50-70 percent of all property taxes. 

Superintendent of Schools Louis J. Hebert released 
the following statement, “Until the legislature meets to 
decide on a specific interpretation of 2 1 2. we can say 
little that’s reassuring.” 

Hebert stressed that school department officials are 
most concerned with the well being of “-tudents and in¬ 
dividual staff personnel and that, after reviewing 
priorities, needed modifications of the current fiscal 
.budget will be made while preparation of the 1981-82 
fiscal budget begins.” 

Bowen advised caution 
until Town Hall gets a bet¬ 
ter idea of the situation 
after the first of the year.

Busy Day For Voters; 
Busy Day For Clerks 


Caba explained that this year’s ballots offered voters 
an added incentive to spend as much as 1 1/2 hours 
waiting to pull a lever for their favorite candidate or 
decide on the eigtht referendum questions. 

“No matter how hard we tried to keep the voters in¬ 
formed about what each referendum question means, 
there still was some confusion on how to vote and peo¬ 
ple seemed to be taking time making up their minds.” 

“He added, “I believe that when it came to the can¬ 
didates and Proposition 2 1/2 people knew where they 
stood. Some of the other questions may have taken 
some last minute thought.” 

At the clerk’s Town Hall command post, over 275 
phone calls barraged office workers. Mrs. Rose says 
that many callers asked where to vote, indicating that 
new voters were indeed exercising their constiutional 
right. 

“About the only problems we had during the day was 
that some people had moved from one section of town 
to another and had not told us.” 

“There were a few people who had moved out of 
town as far back as two years ago who came back here 
to vote and that just added to the day,” Mrs. Rose ex¬ 
plained. 

Asked if the clerk’s office enjoys the big presidential 
election day, Mrs. Rose responded, “It’s very exciting 
but we’re glad it comes only once every four years. 
We’re pooped.” 


With nearly 13,000 registered voters beseiging the 
town’s six polling sites Tuesday, the Town Clerk’s of¬ 
fice, understandably, was busy throughout the twelve 
voting hours and several hours after the polls had clos- 


Assistant Town Clerk Rita Rose proudly reported 
that Agawam can boast an 85 percent turnout for the 
November 4th election. 

During the 1976 presidential election, Mrs. Rose 
recalled, 82 percent of the community took to the polls. 

Town Clerk Edward Caba who throughout the rainy 
day visited the six polling sites to ensure the operation 
was running smoothly said, “I have to admit that I was 
wrong this time. I really thought only 75 percent at the 
most would come out. It’s just great.” 

Long lines were the norm. When the polls opened at 8 
a.m., lines were already forming and maintained at near 
avalanche level throughout the day. 

According to Caba, the Board of Registrars did not 
finish their task of counting the ballots until well after 
midnight. Although the town has automatic voting 
machines, 415 absentee ballots needed to be included in 
the overall tally. 

Caba, who was responsible for calling in national and 
statewide counts, says .that voters in Precinct Two were 
still casting ballots over an hour after the polls had of¬ 
ficially closed.

Civil Service: NO! 

Despite promises from proponents of Civil Service 
for the police chief that the town will be sued for sen¬ 
ding the issue back to the voters, 5.281 voters said the 
chief’s slot will remain a position under direct control of 
the local government. 

Direct Effect 

The direct effect of Tuesday’s vote will maintain 
Police Chief Stanley Chmielewski in his position ap¬ 
pointed by former Town Manager Peter Caputo. 

Chmielewski was appointed in 1978 stirring a con¬ 
troversy that climaxed with Tuesday’s, vote unless 
Citizen’s For Good Government President Valentine R. 
Moreno can convince the courts to declare Tuesday’s 
results illegal. 

Moreno contends that a non-binding election in 1978 
where 1,200 voters turned out was the legal election and 
that Chmielewski’s subsequent appointment was illegal. 

But opponents of Civil Service, including Daniel La- 
cienski, a South West Street resident who chaired a 
committee of twenty-five fighting against moving the 
chief’s slot under the Civil Service umbrella, maintain 
that Tuesday’s decision was decisive and should end Lhe 
two-year controversy. 

Commented Lacienski, “The voters have spoken. It 
plainly shows that the town wishes to keep the chief’s 
position here in the community. And this time, all the 
people came out.” 

When asked for comment, Chmielewski observed, 
“The vote is a mandate of the people. I’m very pleased 
that the people decided to keep Civil Service out of the 
department’s highest position and I think it’s in the best 
interest of the community.” 

The Chief added, “I’m looking forward to making 
the department better now that the vote is over and done 
with.” 

Councilor Walter-Kerr, who sued Town Council for 
ignoring the 1 978 special election in Hampden Superior 
Court, declined comment on Tuesday’s vote. 

Kerr stated, “I’d be better off to stay silent at this 
time. I want to analyze what’s going on before making 
any statements.” 

Kerr’s suit was upheld by Judge William Simons last 
December but the state legislature amended Simons’ rul¬ 
ing that the 1978 special election was binding and in¬ 
stead called for a second election.

Agawam Police Chief Stanley Chmielewski has an¬ 
nounced the creation of a community-side fund, the 
“Rags Fund,” set up to provide reward money for any 
person or persons possessing information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the assailants of Agawam's 
number one police dog, Rags. 

The three-year-old “canine cop” was shot and par¬ 
tially paralyzed Monday night when two suspiciously- 
acting black males were encountered in the parking ot 
Alco‘'Equipment Company in Agawam. 

Acawam Patrolman Norman Nardi and his police 
dog Rags had reportedly followed a white Ford station 
wagon bearing no license plates onto the unlit lot and, 
as Officer Nardi opened his door and reached for lus 
flashlight, a bullet shot past his head and shattered the 
rear window of his cruiser. 

Nardi, being.in a vulnerable position, stayed down, 
while Rags reacted as he had been trained to. He 
jumped out of the cruiser and pursued the gun-wiclder, 
who immediately, turned the weapon on the advancing 
shepherd and shot him twice, rendering him immobile. 
The assailants quickly fled from the scene leaving very 
few clues. 

Days after the incident, the future of Rags is still 
uncertain. One thing seems clear, however: the well- 
trained animal instinctively protected the life of his 
owner/partner, Officer Nardi. 

Nardi purchased the dog as a pup and trained and 
worked with him until he became the first official canine 
on the Agawam Police Force. Other officers have work¬ 
ed with the dog as well and eagerly tell of the thousands

of dollars of stolen property 
numerous burglary suspects he has 
and the many lost children he has led police to. 

Officer Chester Kasperek says that “his very presence 
on the nieht watch often changes the whole tone ot a 
potentially bad situation.” Chief Chmielewski reports 
“has been an instant solution to problems 
that would have taken hours to solve without him.” 

The highly intelligent dog has apparently earned the 
respect of many in the area. He has won top honors for 
discipline and training throughout the Northeast. 
Fellow officers feel he was an invaluable asset to the 
force, offering abilities even 10 men could not provide. 

According to Chief Chmielewski, in addition to Of¬ 
ficer Nardi, about 80% of the force spent the night at 
Rowley Memorial Hospital when Rags underwent 
surgery to remove fragments lodged near his spine. 

“The dog will leave a big hole in our organization,” 
comments Chmielewski. “He really will be missed.’

I thought it would be very helpful and timely to 
publish the planning outline that we have made 
available to seniors. It lists the basic areas that seniors 
should be concerned with if they plan to further their 
education. 

We have received inquiries concerning information 
about financial aid. The department is planning a finan¬ 
cial aid information night to be held on December 10th 
in the Community Room of the Agawam Public Library 
from 7 to 9 p.m. Lee Sirois, the director of financial aid 
at AIC and Colonel Greene, the director of financial aid 
at Westfield State College, will be guest speakers. Last 
year our financial aid evening was an overwhelming suc¬ 
cess. 

Financial Aid Forms (FAF’s) are not in our offices as 
of this writing, but we expect them sometime this 
month. 

During the past week, some of our students have had 
a hands-on experience with micro-computers. The 
Hampden County Manpower Consortium has made 
Agawam High School a part of their Career Exploration 
Program in micro-computers. A'renovated school bus 
serves as the classroom for this exciting endeavor. The 
traveling program will make four one-week appearances 
at Agawam High during the school year. 

PLANNING OUTLINE FOR SENIORS 

Applications to colleges should be processed by the 
Guidance Department by the end of the first.marking 
period. Include application fee by check, not cash, and 
a self-stamped envelope. 

College catalogs are available for seniors to research 
colleges that have desired programs, and they can be 
taken out overnight. Applications for local colleges are 
also available in the guidance offices. Individuals must 
mail for other college applications. 

Guidance personnel now recommend that seniors ap¬ 
ply to three colleges, one a longshot; one in the middle; 
and one a sure-thing. College conferences are scheduled 
frequently with speakers coming to the high school, and 
College Nights will begin shortly, especially at 
Cathedral and Chicopee High. 

Be sure to check with colleges of your choice to see 
what kind of college entrance exams are required. 

A weekly guidance bulletin is the department’s link 
with students in providing information on scholarships 
and other financial aid. Watch for these weekly up¬ 
dates. 

The Career Resource Center is available for informa¬ 
tion on specific occupations. The computer terminal is 
also available for student use.

Jolly Green Thumb 


Tomato lovers just hate to see the end of the growing 
season... forlorn looking vines, the late-bearing varieties 
thinning and losing flavor, and only a few green globes 
remaining. Sad, indeed. 

There’s hope, however. Lots can be done with those 
green tomatoes still on the vines. 

First, the T.L. (tomato lover) can prolong his eating 
pleasure by pulling up the whole vine and hauling it 
indoors. 

Finding a spot is a prerequisite. Somehow tomato vines 
draped across the living room sofa don’t add much to the 
decor. But, a rope strung across the garage, a basement 
clothesline, even a hammock in an apartment entryway 
will do it. So sheltered, the vines will yield ripened toma¬ 
toes at intervals, hopefully enough for a side dish of sliced 
fruit. 

You can, of course, go to raising them indoors through 
the winter. If you’re game, look for small plants with 
small root systerqs for trahsplanting. Dig them deep with 
a soil ball around roots and place in pots half filled with 
potting soil and vermiculite. Add a layer of compost on 


top and give them as much sun as possible. Some growers 
report fresh tomatoes for Christmas dinner, picked that 
day. 

Another way the T.L. can add to his enjoyment is to 
enjoy the greenlings as is. They can be used dozens of 
ways; fried, in pickles, relish and savory mincemeats. 
There are jams, jellies and the incredible green tomato 
pie. 

I’ve eaten super moist fudge cake with green tomato 
(chopped) as the secret ingredient. 

Green tomatoes make an excellent marmalade, to wit: 
Thinly slice a quart and a half of tomatoes into a bowl 
with 3 cups of sugar and a half teaspoon of salt. Peel 2 
lemons and 2 oranges and boil peel in water to cover 8 
minutes. Drain, cut peel into strips and add to tomatoes 
with chopped, pulp. Cook, stirring constantly until thick. 
Pour into 6 small jars and water bath 10 minutes,

"Lack of Communication" Voters Deserve Praise 
Hurts High School Press For High Turnout

An unfortunate situation was reported recently in¬ 
volving Agawam High School’s award-winning 
newspaper The Mirror through an article in the Spr¬ 
ingfield Daily News. 

The circumstances surrounding this situation ap¬ 
parently were sparked by an admitted “lack of com¬ 
munication” by Superintendent of Schools Louis J. 
Hebert and has personal meaning for this reporter since, 
six years ago, I was a staff member of that same high 
school newspaper. 

Bonavita Article 

Background: In The Mirror's October edition, the 
. two students editors, Steve Berard and Kathleen Nicora, 
were forced (through “a lack of communication”) by 
Mr. Hebert to publish a lengthy statement by Councilor 
at-large Elaine Bonavita advocating Proposition 2 1/2. 

Last spring Councilor Bonavita, now a paid lobbyist 
on the Western Mass, pro-2 1/2 team, accused several 
high school teachers of illegally lobbying against the 
controversial tax bill during classroom time. 

Councilor Bonavita immediately approached the 
School Committee for equal time at a student 
assemblage. The councilwoman was denied access to the. 
student body, but board members charged Mr. Hebert 
with investigating the matter and seeking a solution. 

The Superintendent’s solution granted Councilor - 
Bonavita rebuttal space in The Mirror , yet her 
ridiculous allegations were neither confirmed nor 
substantiated by Mr. Hebert. 

To say it bluntly, Councilor Bonavita was allowed 
this avenue by the Superintendent as a politically 
motivated apeasement rather than a fair-minded and 
equitable solution. Mr. Hebert’s major concern was to 
silence a potential critic...the councilwoman’s often 
loud and chiding criticisms of various individuals during 
her tenure on the council made her a threat-regardless of 
the fallout on innocent bystanders. 


Commentary 


Initially, the two young journalists refused Mr. 
Hebert’s order, which was passed to them through their 
advisor, Mrs. Dorothy Martin. 

Pressure began to mount. According to the students, 
a member of the faculty union’s executive committee 
told them, when asked for advice, that failure to comply 
with Mr. Hebert’s order may result in suspension of 
their advisor and loss of operating funds. 

Begrudingly, the two editors compromised their prin- 
ciples and printed Councilor Bonavita’s 
statements...but the editors conjured up the courage 
and intestinal fortitude to print an accompanying 
disclaimer, saying that Mr. Hebert had violated their 
rights as a newspaper. 

The Daily News story concluded with Mr. Hebert 
claiming a “lack of communication” as being responsi¬ 
ble for the situation. A communication gap on whose 
part is where my commentary begins. 

By his very admission, the Supciintendent presents a 
textbook case of how “a lack of communication” can 
be used as a great cliche to veil incompetence. 

True, Mr. Hebert obviously failed to communicate 
properly with Principal David Theodorowicz, Mrs. 
Martin, and the student editors. 

Paying To Communicate 

True. Are we not paying Mr. Hebert nearly $41,000 
per year to do just that, communicate? 

Didn’t Mr. Hebert, a long time educator and ad¬ 
ministrator, understand that a high school newspaper, 
like any other, possesses editorial policy as prescribed 
by the 4th Amendment? 

Doesn’t Mr. Hebert realize that educating two aspir¬ 
ing young journalists in the deep responsibility of the 
press translates into communication rather dictation? 

The lone item that rang loud and clear was Mr. 
Hebert’s outright disrespect for the school 
newspaper...rather than communicating, he ordered, 
and I am told that part of the Superintendent’s problem 
since arriving here is “a lack of communication.” 

I find it difficult to swallow that the School Commit¬ 
tee’s original intent was for Mr. Hebert to employ such 
means in adjudicating the matter. It lent credence to 
Councilor Bonavita’s inane charges. 

I cannot believe that when the School Committee ap¬ 
proved Mr. Hebert’s recommendation to allow Coun¬ 
cilor Bonavita into The Mirror they realized to what ex- 
I tent students were being used to solve a situation they 
neither created nor were responsible for. 

The Superintendent owes the School Committee, Mr. 1 

editors and their staff an apology.

During many elections, newspapers often 
take great pains in using editorial space to spur 
registered voters to the polls. 

And more often than not, editors launch fiery 
orations at the deep responsibility Americans 
have in exercising their most important constitu¬ 
tional right-one man, one vote. 

Criticisms of voter apathy become cliche. We, 
too, have used this space to become critics of 
those who failed to vote on election day. 

The 85 percent turnout here in Agawam, the 
largest since the charter change in 1971, was, to 
say the least, most' gratifying. 

Voters throughout the Bay State decided that 
their vote counted and that their vote, indeed, 
mattered and was, in fact, saying that they 
believe in our system. 

We salute the approximately 13,000 residents 
who took the time and made the effort to fight 
long lines and stormy conditions to made their 
voices heard. 

We can all be proud of that.

Deferred Compensation 
Plan Adopted 

The town recently adopted a deferred compensation 
plan as a benefit to Agawam town employees. 

According to Town Treasurer David C. Gallano, a 
member of the Deferred Compensation Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, the Federal Revenue Act of 1978 permits any 
fulltime, permanent employee or elected official to have 
part of his or her pay withheld and invested in a savings 
plan, an annuity, life insurance or any combination. In¬ 
vestments may range from $5 per pay or as much as 
25% of gross pay up to a limit of $7,500 per year 
Gallano said. 

The entire amount invested is free of both federal and 
state income taxes, and at the same time, earns a tax- 
deferred return. 

Gallano said the voluntary plan is over and above the 
Hampden County Retirement System and might be con¬ 
sidered a substitute for Social Security, which is not 
available to public 'employees in Massachusetts. At 
retirement, the annual income would be taxable when 
income would presumably be lower and exemptions 
higher, resulting in a lower tax than the on^ in effect 
during the earning years. 

The plan is being administered -at no cost to 
employees or the town by the London Agency represen- 
tine National Plan Coordinators, Inc.

Enfield “Oliver” Offers 
Mixed Moments 


Oliver 


a musical adapted by Lionel Bart from 
Charles Dickens’ novel is being staged by St. Martha 
’layers in Enfield, Connecticut. Their production has a 
ample of standout performances and several excellent 
aeries. These moments sufficiently make up for what 
may be lacking in other areas of the play. 

Dickens was a socially conscious writer who created 
cang Oliver as a vehicle to expose the injustices of 
English education, the workhouse system, and the in¬ 
evitable life .of crime in London’s underworld. 

As in the novel, the theatrical Oliver is also a vehicle 
for introducing assorted characters of unusual interest. 
Danny Martin performs well as he leads the audience in 
-esponding to incidents of cruelty and terror. His acting 
is of intelligent and sympathetic reaction. From that 
moment he dares to ask Mr. Bumble for more food. 
Please, sir, I want some more,” Martin takes the au¬ 
dience through a journey of villains, saviors, and sym- 
p3thetic criminals. He sings with touching credibility, 1 
especially in his solo ‘‘Where Is Love?” 

The best performance comes from Don Wentworth as 
Fagin, the miser who runs a school to train boys as 
thieves and pickpockets. He is a natural actor who 
.'.ears his makeup and costume as though he were born 
hat way. He made Fagin sympathetically human, a 
man who feared old age and destitution. 

Wentworth varied his voice so that even his whispers 
commanded utmost attention. His movements graceful- 
ly protrayed a gamut of emotion and he even managed 
:o portray a caring father substitute, in spite of lines like 
‘ Shut up and drink your gin.” Wentworth ts a versatile 
performer who sings nearly as well as he acts and he 
makes “Oliver” well worth seeing. 

Patrick Gill plays Fagin’s right hand boy, the 
youthful but experienced Artful Dodger. Gill could be 
more polished as an actor, but obviously shines as a 
singer. 

Karl Zaorski plays the villainous Bill Sykes, the 
psychopathic criminal who has no redeeming qualities. 
Zaorski looked evil enough for the part, dressed in 
clack and facially covered with a lot of hair. But he 
lacked the intensity and compulsion to portray this 
uracter who should appear as though driven by some 
mysterious force to madness.

Linda English as Nancy, Sykes’ woman and Fagin’s 
ex-student, is another plus for the play. Her love for the 
boys, particularly Oliver, comes across as genuine. Her 
talent as an actress extends to her interpretations of 
song, particularly in “As Long As He Needs Me.” 

Joy Hoff as the Widow Corney and Bill Martin as Mr. 
Bumble make a humorous duet as a pair who coyly at¬ 
tract each other into a marriage of rapid disillusion. Ilof 
is a fine commedienne and her songs are a pleasure. 

There were moments when pacing was slow, although 
this will naturally improve as performances accumulate. 
The arrangement of the boys was aptly symmetrical and 
orderly in Bumble’s school, but lacked imagination in 
Fagin’s kitchen. 

There were moments of uncertainty and apprehension 
in some of the ensemble scenes. More importantly, there 
was a lack of united spirit in the cast as a whole. Much 
of this probably has its source in the direction of Roger 
Potvin and also in the normal jitters of opening a play. 
However, Potvin has chosen to direct a large play with 
many characters and, everything considered, he has 
made an admirable effort. 

Costumes by Pat Van Vramer were excellent. Kathy 
Ruby is a fine piano player and the crew deserves ap¬ 
plause for its quick and efficient scene changes. 

‘Oliver” continues for the next three weekends.
